put Up to Park Boards. 
The tentative plans have been infor- 
mally submitted to members of both.

It is pointed out that the necessary 
material for filling in the driveway along 
‘the breakwater and that leading west to 
the connection with Grant park can be 
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pense. At present plenty of waste 
earth taken from foundations and other 
underground work is carried out and 
dumped in the lake more than six miles 
from land. Doubtless the tug compa- 
nies would be glad to save themselves 
the long trip by dumping the spoil along 
the line of the new driveway. So great 
is the amount that the S fill 
could be quickly made. 


Bridges Chief Expense. 
The chief expense and delay would 
come in the construction of the two 
proposed bridges—that opposite the 
mouth of, the river and the other mid:

At present automobile traffic north and 
south is badly congested, especially dur- 
ing the rush hours. During the consid- 
erable period when Michigan avenue is 
badly torn up, while the widening proc- 
ess is under way, this congestion will 
be greatly increased. It is also certain 
that for probably some months the pres- 
ent Rush street bridge will be out of 
commission. ‘That will make getting 
from the south to the north side ex- 
tremely slow and difficult.

Chicago Workers’ Affitation 
with A. F. of L. Part of a 
‘Niation-Wide Move, 


The American Fedfration ar Labor 


reached into the United States govern- 


ment field of employés last night and 
gathered @ smal Chicago group into a 
local labor union. Then the organizers 
announced that it was the beginning of 
@ nation-wide campaign to organize all 
of the 400,000 government employés into 
one great labor body, similar to the 
American Federation, the purpose of 
which win be to cause the government 
to raise wages and better conditions. 

The local federal union of Chicago is 
the first to be organized in the west 
or central west. The action in Chicago 
was started simultaneously with a like 
move in New York, Philadelphia, and 
Washington. Since the govern does 
not officially recognize labor tt 
is.believed federal employés will not de 
encouraged to join. 


Objects of Organization. 

The principal object of the organiza- 
tion, as outlined by Oscar Fr. Nelson, 
Illinois state factory inspector and vice 
president of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor, is the enactment of laws which 
will improve financial and working con- 
ditions. 

In an address to the hundred or more 
federal workers who gathered in a hall 
in the Masonic temple Mr. Nelson said 
that since the government was founded 
its employés have been “ intimidated 
against organizing.” He declared that 
it i the fault of the federal employés 
are the “ poorest 


More * years ago jobs were 
created and the salaries were fixed 
which some of you men now hold.“ he 
said. ‘ Not since then has the salary 
been raised or conditions bettered. They 
never will be. Some of you draw $55 a 
month, while men sweeping the gutter 
earn $3 a day.“
